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In a great commercial country like Great Britain, 


particular attention ſhould be paid to render the 


navigation of its coaſts as ſecure as poſſible, — 
There are few ſo dangerous as the eaſt coaſt of 
this kingdom; ſand-banks lie a conſiderable diſ- 
tance- from land ; ſome out of fight of land; in 
many parts ; and from the Spurn to the Thames, 
the channel is between ſand-banks and the main, 


and frequently between one dangerous ſand and 


another. | 


But the greateſt danger to which ſhips bound 
from the eaſtern and northern ports to London, 
were expoſed, was owing to the want of lights to 
guide them either through Yarmouth-Roads, or 
through Haſbro* Gatt. This channel, though 
often made uſe of in day-light, was ſeldom, and 
then only with extreme hazard, attempted during 
the night. 


Ie appears by records in the Trinity Houſe, 
Deptford Strond, that a propoſition was' made to 
place lights in that channel about ſixty years ſince 
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(as the Deputy Maſter told Henry Taylor and 
others); but the trade then objected to it, giving 
as a reaſon, that the Gatt was 10 incumbered with 
ſands, as to render it extremely dangerous. 


About thirty years ago, ſeveral profeſſional 

men were anxious to have the Cockle Gatt light- 
ed, by placing a floating light near the N. E. buoy, 
but that propoſition, like the other, fell to the 
ground. Indeed, it is well it did, as it never could 
have been depended upon. The channel is ſo 
narrow, and the tides run ſo croſs, that had a 
ſhower of ſnow hid the light but for a few mi- 


nutes, the ſhips that entered would have been in 
very great danger. | 


An awful event, which happened between the 
thirtieth of October and firſt of November, 1789, 
when twenty-three fail of ſhips were loſt, and 
about three hundred ſeamen periſhed (fee the 
firſt article in the Appendix), awakened the atten- 
tion of the ſhip-owners in the North, to the con- 
ſideration of means to prevent the like calamit 
in future. The ſcheme for the lights at the 
Cockle Gatt was revived, ſome perſons thought 
a floating light at the South end of Haſbro' Sand 
would be of utility, and others, that the proper 
ſituation for a floating light was at the North end 
of the Newarp Sand. There were not a few of. 
opinion, that a floating light, in any of thoſe: 
| ſituations, would only ſerve to lead ſhips into 
danger; and this opinion was ſtrengthened by a 


recent advertiſement from the Trinity Board, 


informing ſeamen, that a new ſand was lately 
grown up in Haſbro' Gatt. Owing to this va-

riety of ſentiments, all ſchemes for the improve- 
ment of the navigation of this dangerous part 
were likely to die away, when HENRY TavyLos, 
of North Shields, formed a plan for rendering 
Haſbro' Gatt a ſafe night- paſſage. He had uſed 
the ſea twenty-two years, during twelve of which 
he commanded ſhips, moſtly in the Coal and Baltic 
trades, and fince the year 1772, had been em- 
ployed on ſhore, as a ſhip and inſurance broker; 
during this time, having occaſion to adjuſt many 
loſſes and averages, the hardſhips and ſufferings 
of ſeamen, the means of alleviating them, and of 
preventing the loſs of ſo many valuable lives, 
became ſubjects of deep conſideration with him. 
Being particularly affected with the great diſtaſter 
of the winter of 1789, he called together five or 
ſix of the moſt intelligent ſeamen, his neighbours, 
and laid before them his plan, for two leading 
lights near Haſbro' Church, and a floating light 
at the North end of the Newarp, with three lan- 
terns, ſo that ſhips from the Eaſtward might not 
miſtake it for the Dodgin. This ſcheme 
highly approved; but conſidering the diverſity of 
opinions that prevailed in Shields, he thought it 
beſt to conſult ſeamen belonging to other ports, 
and get their opinions before he made it further 
known amongſt his neighbours. In this his moſt 
ſanguine expectations were exceeded; he received 
letters from Stockton, Whitby, Scarborough, Hull, 
and London, fully approving the plan, without 
ſuggeſting any alteration, at the ſame time pro- 
miſing to unite in applications to the Trinity Houſe, 
for the immediate execution of it (ſee the „ 
dix). When theſe letters were ſhewn to the ſhip- 
owners of the port of Newcaſtle, all parties united 
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in an application for the Gatt being lighted, eon - 
formably to the ſaid plan, which was carried into 
effect in the autumn of 1790, and the moſt bene- 
ficial conſequences have reſulted therefrom : few, 
if any, ſhips have been loſt there ſince, and it is 
now found to be a wide, clear, and ſafe night- 
paſſage, ſuch as Henry Taylor had deſcribed it to 
be. On a retroſpect of the heavy lofles that have 
happened to ſhip- owners, to commerce generally, 
and the lives of ſeamen, in the laſt ſixty years, 
when the firſt propoſition for placing this light is 
ſtated to have been made to the Trinity Board, one 
cannot but query, 'Why did not the then Board 
ſurvey the Gatt? Had they done ſo, they would 
doubtleſs have found it the ſame clear channel it 
is now proved to be; for Henry Taylor has known 
it to be frequented above forty years, whenever 
with Northerly winds fight could be got of Haſbro? 
church, ſo as to bring it to bear about W. N. W. 
But then ſuch was the dread of the Newarp ſand, 
that ſhips uſually ran twice the neceſſary diſtance 
before they durſt haul to the Southward. This 
inconvenience was {till preferable to riſking a long 
winter-night at anchor under Winterton, or laying 
too under ſai} until day-light, the conſequences 
of which are deſcribed in the paper, No. 6, in 
the Appendix. 


, Encouraged by the ſucceſs of the plan for 
lighting Haſbro? Gatt, H. Taylor conceived that 
ſimilar improvements might poſſibly be made in 
other parts of the coaſt ; and it occurred to him, 
that-a floating light at the North end of the 
Goodwin Sands, would be of very great, if not 
of equal utility to the lighting of Haſbro' Gatt.— 
— g | He 
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He no ſooner communicated this idea (which 
he did in the year 1791), than the trade adopted 
it ; and the ports of Newcaſtle, Sunderland, Scar- 
borough, Burlington, Hull, and Liverpool (ſee 
the Appendix), petitioned the Trinity Houſe to 


place the ſaid light without loſs of time, On 


the Board's intimating that they would not com- 
ply with the requeſt of the memorialiſts, unleſs 
the port of London united in it, the ſhip-owners 
of the port of Newcaſtle addreſſed thoſe — Lon- 
don, ſtating the beneſits that would acerue to the 
trade in general, by a light ſo ſituated, and giving 
proofs from their own knowledge, of the loſſes 
that have happened from the want of ſuch a 


light, and deſcribing the groſs impoſitions practiſed 


on ſuffering ſeamen, by the boatſmen of —_— 
ſtairs, Ramſgate, and Deal, (lee No. 9). 


addreſs being ſent to an eminent merchant in — | 


city, he got it printed, and put into the hands of 
thoſe molt intereſted in ſhipping and commerce: 
in conſequence of which, about the middle of 
1792, a meeting was held at the London Tavern, 
when the plan for a floating light at the Goodwin 
was unanimouſly approved, and a memorial 
ſented to the Trinity Board, which induced them 
to conſent to the meaſure, after having corrected 
the petitions in the manner ſhewn in the Appendix 
(No. 10), by which their idea of its utility will 
fully appear (ſee alſo their letter to George Den- 
holm, No. 14). Nothing can more fully demon- 
ſtrate their ſenſe of che importance of the lights in 
Haſbro' Gatt, than this. letter: for had not the 
Gatt been lighted, the hundred ſail mentioned in 
that letter, muſt have anchored under Winterton, 
and as the wind was then Northerly (the moſt 
dangerous of all winds, on the Norfolk coaſt), 
A3 many 
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many of them probably would have been loſt 
before morning. | 


In this letter of the Trinity Board, there are 
circumſtances worthy of notice: the danger to 
which ſhips were expoſed' is much exaggerated, 
and there ſeems no ſmall miſapprehenſion in the 
following declaration: That the greateſt con- 
s cern which the corporation, as well as all the 
„ ſhip-owners, muff and ought to feel on this 
“ occglion, is, the riſk navigation has been ex- 
< poſed to, during the time the lights could nor 
c be exhibited,” —becauſe, in fact, they were 
not expoſed to danger for the want of the floating 
light, the leading lights guide ſafely through, 
independent of the float, when the night is ſo 
clear that they can be ſeen at a confiderable 
diſtance, . as the night of the twenty-third of 
February, 1791, is ſtated to have been—and the 
hundred fail having paſſed ſafely through, is a 
corroborating proof, that the danger to which 
they were expoled was not great. The only in- 
convenience they ſuffered, was that of running 
farther to the Eaſtward than they needed to have 
done, had the float not been driven from her 
moorings. Here the leading lights appear to great 
advantage; indeed, without them, it would have 
been unfafe to have entered the Gatt, eſpecially 
in ſhowery. weather, when ſhips often run more 
than half through before they get ſight of the 
float. It alſo often happens in ſtormy weather, 
that the lights are alternately obſcured and diſ- 
covered, ſo that ſhips have two guides, one a- 
head and the other a-ſtern of them. It muſt be a 
great relief to the anxious mariner, to find that 
when one light is enveloped in thick darkneſs, 
the other appears. 
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About a month previouſly to the meeting at 
the London Tavern, Henry Taylor was deſired 
to go to London, to ſolicit the Board to place the 
light at the Goodwin, and to requeſt of them as 
a compenſation, a leaſe of it for a few years. It 
had been propoſed to reward him by a ſubſcrip- 
tion of the ſhip-owners in the North ; but this 
did not accord with his feelings, as it would fall 


partially.“ He wiſhed, if any compenſation was to 


be made him, that it might be made more gene- 
rally, and no mode appeared to him fo agreeable, 
as that of being put in poſſeſſion of a leaſe of the 


light, to which he would have taken a pleaſure 


in attending, and in making it as uſeful as poſſible. 
He accordingly petitioned the Board (ſee No. 8); 
which petition was handed to the Maſter of the 
Trinity Houſe, by a M. P. and by him _ to 


the Deputy Maſter, / 


F Another M. P. went with H. Taylor to the 
Trinit 9 Houſe, to ſpeak to the Board on his 


behalf, but before they got there, the Board had 
ſeparated, and only the ſecretary remained. 
with him ſome converſation enſued on the buſineſs 
which carried them there; he appeared very 


polite, and promiſed on the member's account, 


to introduce H. Taylor to the Board, at the fame 
time aſſured them, the brethren had determined 
to let no more leaſes, giving as a reaſon that the 


lights in private hands were but badly kept.— 


This reaſon muſt appear juſt to any man but a 


ſeaman, and he believed the ſaid M. P. felt the 


full force of it. H. Taylor knew that the lights

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in private hands were not worſe kept than ſome 
under the care of the Board, and was not willing 
that his friend ſhould go away under wrong im- 
preſſions: he therefore aſked the fecretary if 
Cromer light did not belong to them, on his 
anſwering in the affirmative, H. Taylor replied, 

that there was not a worſe light on all the coaſt, 

chat it often could not be ſeen at the diſtance of 
three miles, that it had been in that ſtate ever 
ſince he could remember; and that owing to its 
badneſs, many ſhips had been loſt on Sherringham, 
and the North end of Haſbro' Sand.

On ee bea the Board, he was Alced 
by the Deputy Maſter, on what he grounded his 
claim for a leaſe of the Goodwin light; he an- 


ſwered, on the documents he held in his hand 


(which were molt of the documents in the Ap- 
pendix), but added, that their ſecretary. had. juſt 
read to him the copy of a leuer, ſaid to have been 
written. by a member of their houſe, who might be 
reſent for ought he knew; that of ſuch a letter 
had never heard before, and although he 
could not ſay that ſuch a letter was not wrote, 
'he would venture to ſay, that no ſuch letter ever 


reached North Shields: for it was impoſſible that 


ſuch a leiter, on ſuch a ſubject, at ſuch a time, 
{hould have been received, and; he not hear of it. 
To this no reply was made. The queſtions aſked 
H. Taylor by the Deputy Maſter were very frivo- 
4ous, and in concluſion he ſaid, Weracknow-

owners of the port of Newcaſtle, to apply to the 
Trinity Houſe for lights in Haſbro” Gatt. The 
deſign of this was to perſuade the ſhip-owners, 
that the ſaid eſſay was the ſame, which firſt called 
their attention to that buſineſs. As three had 
elapſed ſince the lights were applied for, ſome 
ſhip-owners aoubie] whether it might not be ſo, 
but it is believed all of them faid, We do not 
remember to have ſeen ſuch a paper. No ſuch 
paper as the Public Ledger then came to Shields; 
and if it had, it happens unluckily for the writer 
of the eſſay, that it did not appear in London 
until the third of December, and could not reach 
Shields before the fifth, whereas H. Taylor's plan 
was in London on the twenty-fourth of November, 
as appears by Thomas Hall's letter (to whom 
H. Taylor fent it, to be handed to the Trinity 
Houſe, fee No. 1), dated the twenty-ſeventh of 
November. The plan was ſent to the Trinity 
Houle, Scarborough, on the eighteenth, as ap- 


pears by a letter from thence (No. 2), dated the 


rwenty-ſecond; it was at Hull and Whitby on 
the twenty-ſeventh, (ſee No. 4, John Chapman's 
letter, dated the firſt of December). When he 
ſhewed the perſon who brought down the eſſay, 


the copy of his firſt letter to Thomas Hall, and 
his anſwer thereto, finding the eſſay merely a 


rranſcript of the faid copy, he expreſſed no ſmall 
ſurprize. It ought not to be ſuppoſed, that many 
members of the Trinity Houſe were in the ſeeret 
of this attempt of one of their brethren, to arro- 
gate to himſelf the merit of lighting Haſbro* Gatt; 
but it is evident from circumſtances, that ſome of

The conduct of a part of the Trinity Houſe, 
can be accounted for on no other principle, bur 
that they thought it a reflexion on them, that 
an obſcure individual, ſhonld be the author of 
ſchemes for improving navigation, of ſuch ac- 
knowledged public utility, and to which if proper 
attention had been paid by thoſe whoſe peculiar 
buſineſs it was, thouſands of lives, and millions

Notwithſtanding the powerful memorials pre- 
ſented by the trade to the Trinity Board, and the 
promiſe of that Board to comply with their re- 
queſt, little or nothing further was heard of it for 
about two years. Grieved at this procraſtination, 
for which no reaſon could be aſſigned, H. Taylor 
took the liberty to rouſe the attention of the 
Trinity Board, by a letter dated the twenty- ninth 
of September, 1794, addreſſed to the friends of 
humanity, and thoſe perſons intereſted in ſhipping 
and commerce, which he got printed, and ſent to 
the different coffee-houſes and merchants in Lon- 
don (ſee No. 7). He had ſoon afterwards the 
Fu to ſee in the public papers, the intention 
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of * Board to place the light, and now he has 
the ſatisfaction to find that the light 1 is placed.

- laſt day of the year in which the faid light was

In March, 1795, H. Taylor addreſſed the ſhip- 
owners, on the neceſſity of a floating light at the 


Faſt end of rhe Sunk Sand, to facilitate the 


paſſage up and down the Swin, and through the 
King's Channel, (ſee the Appendix,* copy of the 
addreſs). This meaſure was readily given into 
by the trade, nor does it appear the Trinity 
Board made any objections to it. Soon after the 
memorials had gone up, they fixed the tax for 
its maintenance, and ſent their own forms to the 
different ports for ſignatures ; the fignatures were 
eaſily obtained, and the forms returned to them. 
At the time of writing this Narrative the light is 
not placed, but it is to be hoped that it will be 
ere long. 


H. Taylor had obſerved with no ſmall concern, 


the damage frequently fuſtained by ſhips in the 


Downs, and was convinced that it was occaſioned 
chiefly by the maſters and mates of ſhips uſing 
the Weſt Indies, the Mediterranean, and other 
Southern trades, not knowing, as they ought to 
do, that neceſſary branch of ſeamanſhip, the 
art of managing a ſhip at ſingle anchor. He 
alſo knew by experience, that to colliers, among

that he continued at ſea, to have ſeen a foul 


anchor hove up in any road-ſtead. - But although 
colliers ride eaſy near each other, this is not the 
cafe; when what they call a South Spainer brings 
up near them; and they uſually take the firſt 
opportunity. of removing to a conſiderable SINE X 
from ſuch a one. a 


In 1792, 4 oubliſhed 6 Inſtrodions for mana- 


ging Ships at Single Anchor,” which he ſimplified 


as much as poſſible, that the whole might be re- 
tained in memory : he ſubmitted thoſe inſtructions 
to the examination of the mariners of North Shields 
(than whom none underſtood the ſubject better). 
They, at a public meeting, came to the following 
reſolutions, and ordered them to be entered in 


their books: 


« That it is the opinion of this meeting, that

owing to the caſes mentioned in the preface to 


Henry Taylor's Inſtructions to young mariners, 


which inſtructions we approve, and recommend

hs Taylor lo official letters from the 
Trinity Houſes of London and Hull, expreſſive 


of their approbation of che Inſtructions, with 


promiſes 
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promiſes to promote their circulation; (ſee the. 
Appendix). Indeed it would be well if they 
made a point of doing it, for there is too much 
reaſon to fear few of the pilots, except thoſe bred 
in the coal trade, know how to manage ſhips at 
" ſingle anchor. H. Taylor does not know whether. 
this ſubject makes a part of their examination, if 
it does not, he thinks it ought, He alſo wrote 
ſome ſhort rules for failing, to prevent ſhips run- 
ning foul of each other, which the trade of the 
port of Newcaſtle alſo approved, and requeſted. 
him to print ; this he readily complied with, and. 
he hopes they have been, and may be, of con- 
ſiderable ſervice in preventing the fatal conſe- 
quences which have too often followed fuch acci- 
dents. | 


H. Taylor ſubmits the foregoing undiſguiſed 
Narrative to an impartial public: it will be with 
them to judge how far he has been candidly 
treated by the Trinity Board. 


When he entertained the idea of making 
the propoſition for the lights, he ean truly ſay, 
he had nothing in view but the intereſts of com- 
merce and the ſafety of ſeamen. In the progreſs 
of the buſineſs it occurred to him, as the father 
of a large family, that, in devoting a conſiderable 
portion of his time and experience, and this at no 
ſmall expence, to the benefit of the community, 
he was entitled to a remuneration, eſpecially as 
that could be given him, without the public being 
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atall affeted by it, (ſee his propoſal to the Trinity 

Henry Taylor's principles and habits forbid him 

to make thoſe ſacrifices of truth and ſentiment, 

which, perhaps, might have paved the way to 

rewards, ſufficient to have fatisfied more enlarged 

ctations than he ever entertained. He thinks 

- himſelf in juſtice entitled, at leaſt to the merit of 

having been the promoter of ſchemes highly 

_ uſeful to the community, whether he may expe- 
rience pecuniary recompence or not.

E want of a fafe night paſſage into Yar- 
mouth Roads, or through Haſborough Gatt, 


has been ſeverely felt by the ſhipping intereſt al 
this kingdom. 


Ships that could not * day. light int * 
Roads, or through the Gatt, were obliged to 


anchor under Wiptentotl, or lay-to under fail all 
day. 


To riſk a winter-night in ſuch a ſituation, was 
the dread of the boldeſt ſeaman, and for a large 
fleet to lay-to from two o'clock in the afternoon, 
until eight the next morning (as has frequently 
been the caſe), was not leſs dangerous. Man 
of the heavy loſſes that have happened hereby, 
muſt be in the recollection of every ſeaman, par- 
ticularly that dreadful loſs in October, 1789, 
when forty- two ſhips were drove on ſhare, and on 
the adjacent ſands ; twenty-three of which were 
totally loſt, and moſt of their crews. This event

He 
then propoſed a general meeting of the ſhip- owners 
of this port; which was held in the Trinity Houſe, 
Newcaſtle, and which alſo approved the plan with- 
out alteration, and appointed ſuitable perſons to

BO UT three years ago, application was 

made to the Trinity Houſe, London, for 
a floating light at the North end of the Goodwin 
Sands ; this application was perhaps more general 
than any one made at any former period, on any 
account whatever, to that houſe. 


The ſhip-owners of the port of Newcaſtle, 
including the maſter and elder brethren of the 
Trinity Houſe there, the ſhip-owners of Sunder- 
land and Scarbro?, the Trinity Board, merchants, 
underwriters, and ſhip-owners of Hull, as well as 
ſeveral other places, ſent memorials to the Trinit 
Houſe, London, ſtating the benefits that would 
accrue to navigation and commerce; from ſuch a 
floating light, and earneſtly preſſing the execution 
of the plan (which accompanied the memorials) ; 
but all theſe memorials were unattended to, until 
about the middle of the year 1792, when a meet- 
ing was held at the London Tavern on the occaſion. 


The Trinity Board then nes to comply with 
the wiſhes of the ſhipping intereſt, but as the 
memorials which the trade had ſent, were not in 
the uſual form, the ſaid Board ordered copies, 
taken from a form of their own, to be ſent to the 
| ſeveral maritime ports (which were readily ſigned 
by the ſhip-owners, and returned to 'the faid 
Board), from which the following 1 is extracted:

The author of this eſſay, anxious for the pre- 
ſervation of the lives of ſeamen, and the ſafety 
of navigation, requeſts, that the Trinity Board 
will condeſcend to give the trade at large their 
reaſons for deferring the execution of a plan, 
confeſſed by themſelves, to be neceſſary to the 
preſervation of the lives, ſhips, and goods of bis 
Majeſty's ſubjefs. Indeed every perſon who reads 
Lloyd's Liſt, muſt be convinced of the neceſſity of 
ſuch a light as has been ſo ſtrongly recommended 
and ſo earneſtly ſolicited ; for there is annually 
loſt on the ſaid fands, property to a great amount, 
as well as the lives of many of his Maje/ty's ſubjefts.

Now had the lights been placed conformably 
to the earneſt deſire of the trade, it is more than 
probable that the above, and many more loſſes 
had been prevented. There is therefore reaſon 
to query, why was it not done: ſince the neceſſi 
and utility of the meaſure is acknowledged on 
hands, even by the Trinity Board themſelves ? 
Perhaps they are waiting till the poor individual 
who projected the plan is forgotten. 
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Many were in hopes that the ſurveying of the 
faid ſands, Jately. made by the Trinity Board, and. 
publiſhed in newſpapers, fore part of laſt month, 
was preparative to their placing the light; but 
the account is given in ſo unuſual a ſtile, and fo 
unſeamanlike a manner, that one would incline 
to think it a | burleſque on the Trinity Board, 
rather than as ſeriouſly done by them for the in- 
formation of mariners.

The Downs would then be 
a ſafer road-ſtead than it now is, and if in thoſe 
bays or ſwatches ever ſo many buoys or beacqus 
were placed, they would not prevent one fhip« 
wreek during night, becauſe they could not be ſeen. 
A floating light therefore is the only means of pre- 
venting ſuch frequent loſſes of men and property, 
as have heretofore happened on thofe fatal Funds 5 


Ir has been ſaid, as an excuſe for the light not 
being placed during the prefent war, that it would 
be of advantage to privateers, Who might be fo, 
audacious as to attempt to cut veſſels out of the 
Downs, for it would direct them through, the 


Sull-ſtream. And would it not give our cruiſers, 


the ſame advantage in purfuit of them? Every 
body that has uſed the ſea, knows there is nat the 
leaſt difficulty in entering the Downs from the 
Southward in the darkeſt night, and very little' in,

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- ſanded, the captain of 2 privateer, who kibwe

There does not appear one ſolid reaſon Way 
the floating light ſhould not be immediately placed, 
but many weighty ones for its being done imme- 
diately ; the expence is no object, and if it was, 
they who folicit it will have to pay it. 


The bare intereſt of the property loſt on the 
Goodwin Sands in one year, would maintain a 
floating light for a century. 


Io give more weight to this addreſs, I take the 
| liberty ro ſay, that by intelligent mariners, the 
floating light at the Goodwin, is thought of equal 
importance to the lighting of Haſbro* Gatt, and 

of what importance the lighting that Gatt is, may 
be gathered from the concurrent teſtimonies of all 
who pats that way, and particularly by the follow- 
ing ſtriking circumſtance. Er Po: 

In the night of the 41ſt of October, 1789, 
twenty three ſhips, and about three hundred ſea - 
men, were loſt; at che ſame time, twenty more 
ſhips were driven on the ſtrand and ſands adjacent, 
and were got off with conſiderable damage. This 
calamity was chiefly owing to the want of a fafe 
night paſſage through Haſbro* Gatt, or into 
Yarniouth Roads, which always obliged ſhips to 
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anchor under Winterton till day- light. But ſince 
the Gatt has been lighted, which it has been near 
four years, I do not know that one ſhip has been 
loſt for want of a ſure-guide through the Gatt- way. 


I have in my poſſeſſion a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Trinity Houſe, adviſing that about three 
months after the Gatt was lighted, one hundred 
ſail of ſhips went through it ſafely in one night. The 
wind was then Northerly, the moſt dangerous of 
all winds on that coaſt, and had not the Gatt been 
open as a night-paſſage, they muſt all have an- 
chored under Winterton, or lay-to under. fail, 
waiting for day, and many. of them would pro- 
bably have been loſt before morning.

ſeaman, I knew bettef, and ſhould have no ob- 
jection to ſtay on board of her the firſt ſix months.
